joyful thing--a. broadening, nota narrowing | influence in his life.. He 
hopes. through his writing to convey his joyousness to others. He is 
recognized as aman of great learning and wit, and has exercised a pro- 
found influence on the quality of contemporary Christian pelief. 


Born in Belfast, and educated at Oxford, he later held the chair 
of Medieval and Renaissance Literature at Cambridge. It was here that 
he became prominent for the rich part he played in the scholarly and 
intellectual life of England. 


For those not familiar with Lewis' writing, an excellent introduction 
to his work is an anthology compiled by Clyde S. Kilby, called "A mind 
Awake".. This collection includes excerpts from his forty published 
works, and from numerous uncollected essays.

—CHRISTIANS! JEWISH HERITAGE 


It has been said that Christianity is "reformed Judaism". Startling 
as this statement seems, it contains a great deal of truth. While 
Christian teaching necessarily: emphasizes the "update", it deepens 
our understanding and appreciation of our own faith to explore the 
"original" and to identify the many features which we have anette’ 
from Judaism, itself of course a living faith to-day. 


The fact that Christ and the first Christians were practicing Jews 

gave Christianity its character. The Christian movement actually 
began as a'heretical sect within Judaism, believing that Jesus was 

the promised Messiah. Orthodox Jews. rejected this, ‘but the early 
Christian community originated withinJudaism.... fhe Jewish - Christians 
continued „to worship in the temple (synagogue) and to observe the hours 
of private prayer as all good Jews did. Their Eucharistic meals and 
specifically Christian activities were seperate gatherings at places 
other than the SYNAZOSUE « |

MUSIC AT CHRIST CHURCH October, 1984 


Where the money goes and how it is spent is the concern of everyone in 
our Parish. Lack of information about the objectives and rationale 
behind the expenditures often gets in the way of our appreciating and 
enjoying a budget item such as music because we don't understand why 
or how that money is being spent. 


Here are some questions that may have arisen in your mind ~ and here- 
are some answers! 


What part does music play in the worship service at Christ Church? 


For those who know something about music, the music represents an 
excellence in the art and an uplifting, spiritual experience because 

of that excellence. Although not everyone has such musical training, 
choir music such as anthems, etc. is a long-held church tradition which 
is ideal as a time for personal devotion, meditation and healing which 
is enhanced by lifting to God through those blessed with musical abilities. 


How much money is spent on MUSIC at our Church? 


The MUSIC budget, for 1985 is $34,500 which represents 11.3% of our total 
Parish expenditures of $305,215. With 1000 parishioners, we would get 
52 weeks of music for about $35 per person. 


How is the MUSIC budget allocated?

What is required of the organists? 


Both John Searchfield and Margaret Newman are highly qualified organists. 
Depending on the time of the year, the organists can spend up to 20 hours 
per week at their duties, 

~ practising music to be played at various services 

(Sunday, weddings, funerals) 

~ rehearsals for these services 

~ performance at Sunday services and special services* 

~ preparation for rehearsals including choosing and 

arranging of music 

~ administration and meetings 


* a separate fee is assessed for weddings and funerals paid by 
those involved with that Service. 


Is the choir paid to sing? How is $8,000 spent on the choir? 


No, the choir is not paid to sing. Many of these people have musical 
training and enjoy signing in a choir as well as seeing it as a 
contribution they can maké to the quality of Parish life and worship. 


The $8,000 is used as follows: 


(1) There are 5 Section heads in the choir ~ one for each of 


2. 
the following: lst sopranos, 2nd sopranos, altos, tenors and 
basses. Each head takes responsibility for his or her section 
with regard to rehearsal and attendance for services, and are 
given an allowance of $100 per month for 10 months of each year, 


($5,000) 
(2) Two others are responsible for the Boys' & Girls’ choirs and 
afforded an allowance of $100 per month for 10 months. 
($2,000) 
(3) The remaining $1,000 is spent for the Boys' & Girls' choirs as 


an incentive for their involvement which lies with other activities 
such as paper routes, babysitting, etc. This has long been a 
tradition in the Anglican Church. Herb O'Driscoll related that 

as a young boy, he can remember spending ninepence to buy his 
mother a quarter pound box of Black Magic chocolates with his 

first choir allowance! ($1,000) 


Isn't $700 a lot of tuning? 


In fact, this amount is used to tune 2 pianos twice yearly and our lovely 
organ which is valued at about $400,000. When you stop to think of what 

it would cost to service and maintain $400,000 worth of Mercedes, $700 

seems like a bargain! Regular tuning is essential to keep these instruments 
in good condition as well as in good tune! 


How could we possibly spend $1,500 on music. What's wrong with the music 
we already have? 


~ Religious music, like other music is constantly evolving. We hear a 
variety of both classical and modern music at Christ Church. New religious 
music is being written all the time and so rather than staying intact and 
unchanging like the Bible, we enjoy the best of the past as well as current 
expressions of this art. 


- A good choir also requires a challenge and opportunities for growth to 
maintain both its interest and quality. 


~- $1,500 is spent on replacing worn out and lost anthem books and sheet 
music as well as new music for three choirs. . 


~ Sheet music is expensive ~ up to $4 per sheet and about 40 copies are 
needed when new music is purchased for the adult choir. 


~ John Searchfield guesses other churches of comparable size and means 
would spend about the same or greater amounts on music. 


Why don't we just copy the sheet music and save some money? 


It is illegal to copy this material (although tempting!). The Roman Catholic 
Diocese of Chicago was actually charged for doing this and fined close to 
one million dollars.

Visitation Sunday is coming and this brings to mind our financial 
stewardship responsibilities to Christ Church. When contemplating your 
pledge, please think in terms of weekly giving. Divide your new pledge 
by 52. Would another dollar per week added to vour vledge be a hardship? 
If all identifiable givers increased their pledges by $1. per week, 
we could pay off the roof loan by May 1985 and save about $700. of 
interest expense. 


TAX REFUND 

Did you receive a tax refund last sprine? I'll bet some of that 
refund was as a result of your gift to Christ Church. A marginal tax 
rate is a concept that is not understood by all. Basically our income 
is taxed in increments. The more we earn, the higher the percentage 
tax we pay. If your taxable income is $20,000. every extra dollar 
you earn will be taxed at 33% and every dollar you give will reduce. 
your taxes by 33¢. The extra dollar per week you were considering 
above is really only an extra 67¢. if the true gift you want to make 
is $1. per week you can give $1.50. You will receive 50¢ from Revenue 
Canada. 

Please consider this small matter when contemplating your pledge. 
It could have a large impact on Christ Church.

None of us can recall a time when we were not part of the circle 
at the family table at home. We were at that table when we.couldn't 
yet feed ourselves, later.we began to learn but messily, later still 
we sat there in many moods, sometimes ravenous, sometimes grumbling | 
about the food, but we have always been there until we left home. 


That's exactlv what our experience can be at the Lord's table. 
That's whv, more and more across the Church, baptized children receive 
the Bread and Wine with the family. 


Here at Christ Church children leave after the first hymn for 
a simple act’ of worship of their own, then go to Church school classes, 
returning to the Church in time to go forward with their own family 
for the sacred meal of the Lord's Family. In doing this we are doing 
something very ancient which we had lost for centuries. 


Quite naturally some families may wish a child to wait until 
Confirmation before receiving the Sacrament. It-is still very valuable 


that the child come forward with his or her family. All the ħila needs 


to do is to eross his or her arms in front and the person offering 
Bread or Wine will give a Blessing. 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL is off to a good start. Christ Church is most 
fortunate to have fifty parishioners involved in the areas- of teaching 
and administration.

CHRISTIANS’ JEWISH. HERITAGE 


A central theme in both Christianity and Judaism is that of a 
celebratory ritual meal. At various times in Jewish history, its form 
and place varied, and is new conducted largely in the home. However, 
a Bar Mitzvah ends with a joyous partaking of bread and wine in.the 
synagogue . 


It is the meals of the Jewish Passover and Christian Eucharist which 
provide one of the closest links between the two faiths. There has 
been much inconclusive debate over whether or not the Last Supper was 
an actual Passover meal, or held the evening prior to Passover. Re- 
gardless of this overwhelming aura of the day was Passover, and it 
provides the context for the Last Supper. Jesus used the rassover 
meal as the bridge between the old and the new. He intended it to 
remain a bridge, not a discarding of the old, but adding new meaning 
and significance to it. 


Passover celebrated the freedom from slavery of the Jews upon their 
deliverance from Egypt. Part of the ritual of the Seder is the 
identification by the host of some of the ritual foods. The unleavened 
bread is held while saying "This is my bodye..". Similarly, he changed 
the Jewish blessing of the wine "Praise be Thou, O Lord our God, King 
of the Universe, who createst the fruit of the vine" into "This is 
thy blood of the new covenant...". The Passover was changed into the 
celebration of a new freedom. The freedom from slavery. in-Egypt now 
became the freedom from sin and death, and the promise of the coming 
of the kingdom of God. Our Paschal Candle signifies this dual 
meaning and represents both the old and the new freedom. The blood 

of the lamb slaughtered to seal the old covenant now is the blood of 
Christ, shed to seal the new covenant. This is acknowledged in the 
Easter canticle "Christ our Passover is sacrificed for us..." 


From this point it became no longer a Passover recurring once a year, 
but a frequent and regular occurence during which the disciples realized 
the Lord was with them, as indeed he often was after his resurrection. 


Over the centuries since that time, as Gentiles became part of the 
Church, the Eucharist evolved into the form we know it today. For

at least a century the meal remained a complete meal eaten in the ' 

home with friends, a continuation of the Jewish practice of chaburah 
meals. The ful meal gradually disappeared, leaving the core elements 

of pravers, bread and wine. The service of Holy Communion today contains 
elements which have come from the Jewish table prayers at meals, still 
used today. 


The Jewish Host-Guests dialogue evolved in Christianity to be a priest- 
congregation dialogue. One such dialogue is our familiars: 


The Lord be with you 
And also with you 
Lift up your hearts 
We lift them to the Lord 
Let us give thanks to the Lord our God 
It is right to give him thanks and praise 


One of the ways in which we see Christian Eucharistic liturgy today 
recapturing some long lost ancient treasures is in the recovery of 
prayers of thanksgiving for Creation. "At your command all things 

came to bes by your will they were created and have their being." 
This emphasis is an echo of the Jewish table prayer of thanksgiving for 
Creation, deliverance from Egypt and the giving of the Law, themselves 
very vivid themes in the Great Eastern Vigil which so many Christians 
today are rediscovering. 


Despite the great significance of the ‘Eucharist, it is not only the 

only service in the life of the Church. Christians also possess the 
Daily Offices of Morning and Evening Prayer. I+t was Thomas Cranmer's 
intention in the 16th century ‘that these would be said daily in churches 
or homes. But both of these offices are rooted in Jewish tradition. 


These two articles have been a very cursory look at a most complex 
and profound aspect of our faith, Perhaps they can be a springboard 
for us to look and study further.

THEOLOGY ALIVE 
OPPORTUNITY FOR GROWTH, HEALING, FEELING OF "FAMILY" 


"Learning needs to touch our relationships to be Theology 
Alive". That is how Douglas Hambidge , Archbishop of New Westminster 
led. us into the 8th Annual Theology Alive conference sponsored by 
the Anglican Diocese of Calgary in Banff (October 19 - 21/84). To 
this end, scriptural and experiential presentations by Archbishop .. 
Hambidge and Rev. Ted Nelson (Rector of the Church of the Resurrection, 
Dallas), were interwoven with focus groups, music, worship and fellow- 
ship. The goals of the conference were outlined as: : 


~ an experience of Christian Community ,. 

~ increased understanding of the relevance of 
scripture to personal and communal living, 

~ growth in prayer and devotional life, 

~ deepening of personal, communal commitment, 
involvement and action.

HIGHLIGHTS 
From the outset, we were asked to do two things: 


(A) Respond to what we are called to be and to do through Christ. 
(This may not be comfortable or convenient). 


(B) To equip ourselves to do Christ's work by combining in small

Refugee or displaced person? Do you know the difference? 

A refugee is a person who has fled his home because of 
of fear: fear of political, religious, social or racial 
persecution. Years ago, the United Nations adopted this 
definition of the "refugee", 


A displaced person on the other hand, is someone who 
has been forced to leave his home temporarily due to famine, 
floods or other natural disasters. 


In Ethiopia, for example, there are both. Serious 
lack of rainfall and the resultant drought have forced many 
people to leave their homes; they are "displaced", and hope- 
fully will return home when the drought ends. Ethiopians | 
‘are fleeing from Eritrea and Tigrai provinces, in northern 
Ethiopia, due to a secessionist civil war; they are “refugees" 
fearing for their safety and can return only when the war 
has ended. For some refugees, they can likely never return, 
‘like the "boat people" from Viet Nam.

In the introduction to the first essay in his book, 
"The Magnificent Defeat", the Rev. Frederick Buechner tells 
us something about ourselves. He says that when a Clergyman 
reads to us from the Bible, we don't hear what is being read. 
We hear what we expect to hear read, an edifying story, some~ 
thing elevating, obvious and boring. He suggests that if we 
could forget that it is the Bible that is being read, that is 
is a priest who is reading it, there is no telling what we 
might hear. 


Mr. Buechner makes us hear and see things in Holy 
Scripture that I'm sure many of us have never heard or 
seen before. Whether he is interpreting the difficult 
to understand story of Jacob and Esau, or discoursing on 
an abstract theme like love or faith, he provides new visions 
and new meanings. His writing is rhythmic, poetic and 
colourful. Of "life" he says, “the first darkness is birth, 
the second is death, and in between ~ only for 4 few moments, 
a handful of years ~ the warmth, the sound of voices, the 
shadows cast by the fire." 


Frederick Buechner is a Presbyterian minister. He 
describes himself as a part-time novelist (he has published 
several novels) and part time Christian. By "part-time 
Christian" he explains that he only manages to practise 
Christianitv as it ousht to he practised part of the time. 
This may or may not be true, but his penetrating insight and 
lucid explanations, do, I believe, help his readers become 
at least, part-time Christians. Christ Church Library has 
several volumes by Frederick Buechner. |
